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‘And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, 
and in favor with God and man”’ (Luke 2:52). 

The growth pattern evidenced in the life of the 
young boy Jesus sets an example for the balanced, 
steady growth that should be taking place in each 
believer’s life. The goal, whether stated or not, of 
every ministry of the church is to facilitate develop- 
ment in one or more of those areas. However, there 
is one extension of the local church which seeks to 
stimulate growth in all four areas of the believer’s 
life—summer camp! 

The National Youth Council, made up of each 
district’s youth director and myself, recently met in 
Los Angeles and developed a philosophy of camp- 
ing. It acknowledges the challenge that our Four- 
square Camping Program has to facilitate the ful- 
fillment of Luke 2:52 in the lives of our young 
people. The council stated that, ‘“Recognizing that 
the camping program is an important and integral 
part of our overall ministry to youth as a denomina- 
tion, we assert that the purpose of the Foursquare 
Camping Program is to provide evangelism, fellow- 
ship, recreation and teaching in an isolated en- 
vironment to build Christian character.”’ 

Summer camp has been a turning point in the 
lives of hundreds and thousands of young and old 


alike. Whether it is their first or hundredth time a’ 
camp, no one returns home unchanged. There is 
something special about setting ourselves apar 
from the distractions and pressures of the world for 
a period of study, inspiration, fellowship and 
activity. The environment of committed believers 
seeking God’s guidance and blessing can’t help bul 
produce growth and life in all who enter it. . 

The Foursquare churches throughout the United 
States and Canada unite their efforts each year 
through their district leadership to provide some 
120 camping experiences. Camps are available for 
children, junior highers, senior high and college 
age, as well as a variety of adult situations. If you 
are looking for a time of spiritual reflection and 
edification, or would like your children to experi. 
ence the excitement and growth provided by a week 
at camp, consider one of the: many camping 
experiences offered by your district of Foursquare 
churches.

From Vancouver Island 


to Saskatchewan 


Western Canada District is comprised of the 
three western provinces—British Columbia, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. With Foursquare 
churches located from Vancouver Island to 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan the District covers a 
distance of nearly 1,400 miles. 


There are seven Foursquare churches on 
Vancouver Island: Campbell River, Cour- 
tenay, Sidney, Victoria, Willow Point, a 
pioneer work at Sooke and a new Indian work 
at Fort Rupert. Powell River is actually on that 
part of the mainland referred to as the “Sun- 
shine Coast”, but can only be reached by 
traveling on two ferries, involving a considera- 
ble period of time. 

The Kingsway Foursquare Church, actually 
located in Burnaby, was the first church 
established on the British Columbia mainland. 
There are also Foursquare churches in Rich- 
mond, Delta (Scott Road), Coquitlam, two 
churches in Vancouver—Hastings and Rupert, 
one other church in Burnaby—Burnaby Moun- 
tain, as well as churches in Fraser Valley 
(Abbotsford) and Kamloops. 

LIFE Bible College of Canada is located 
adjacent to the Kingsway Church and shares 
the use of its new Youth Center facilities. 
Kingsway Court, senior citizen's home, is a part 
of the Kingsway complex, and the Kingsway 
Church now has the oversight of Central Park 
Manor, a personal care home for the elderly. 

Another Foursquare Church in British Co- 
lumbia is located in Penticton, which is east of 
Vancouver. 

Foursquare churches in Alberta Province are 
Calgary, Edmonton, and Beverly (a section of 
Edmonton). In Saskatchewan Province 
churches include: Maymont, Wilkie, Cando, 
Saskatoon and North Battleford. An outreach 
ministry is carried on in Clavet, and to the 
people in Turtle Lake as well as on the Sweet- 
grass, Red Pheasant, and Stoney Indian 


Reserves. 

There are many cities in Canada without a 
Foursquare church and the desire of the Four- 
square Organization is to see churches planted 
in these areas.

PIONEERING IN THE CENTRAL 
FRASER VALLEY 


Located about 35 miles from Vancouver in 
the lovely Fraser Valley is the town of Abbots- 
ford. This is a very strategic location for a 
thriving Foursquare church. Last year a Four- 
square church was pioneered in this valley by 
Pastor and Mrs. Leonard Lee. They share the 
story of its beginning: 

“Our involvement began through a very 
special burden placed upon a Foursquare 
church several thousand miles away in Owen 
Sound, Ontario. In this church God made us 
aware 6f a call similar to that which was placed 
upon Paul and Barnabas. 

“Perhaps the greatest adjustment in pioneer- 
ing has been the change of goal orientation. Up 
until our pioneering experience, our ministry 
centered around the people’s needs in the con- 
gregations God called us to pastor. Since we 
had no people in Abbotsford, this had to 
change. 

“Following the leading of the Lord, the 
principles of the Word and the much appre- 
ciated freedom to find God’s will and to do it 
afforded us by the District office and Super- 
visor, we began the work in the Fraser Valley. 
We focused on ministering to the needs of the 
community. This was accomplished in many 
ways. One of the ways was a ministry directed 
to youth. 

“The House of Shalom is one part of this 
youth ministry. It is a drop-in center which 
endeavors to reach the kids on the street who 
are spiritually and socially isolated. It has been 
my privilege to serve on the staff as coordina- 
tor, and presently as ministerial representative 
and Chairman of the Executive Board. The 
House of Shalom has about 40 young people on 
its volunteer staff with two full-time staff 
workers recently added. 

“It has been over a year since we began to

IAE LOCAL CHURCH: 


PORTLAND CHURCH DEDICATES 
NEW SANCTUARY 


The Portland, Oregon Foursquare Church 
entered its 50th year Dec. 5, 1976 by dedicating 
a $1% million, new sanctuary in the heart of 
the city. 

The 37,700 square foot structure stands one 
block east of the original sanctuary at SE 13th 
Ankeny, dedicated in September, 1931. 

Present ministers, Dr. and Mrs. Allan 
Hamilton, welcomed the following three, 
husband-wife teams who have pastored the 
congregation since its beginning: Dr. and Mrs. 
Harold W. Jefferies, Dr. and Mrs. N. M. Van 
Cleave and Dr. and Mrs. Paul E. Jones. Also 
honored was Mr. S. P. Lonner, who in 1927 
opened his home to the prayer group which 
grew into the Portland Foursquare Church. 

The fan-shaped building seats about 1,500. 
Sunday morning attendance averages 1,200. 


A five-section balcony seats about 450 and 
supports the sound studio which radio broad- 
casts live church services. The basement houses 
a fellowship hall, choir and orchestra warm-up 
rooms, a recording studio, child care, janitor 
and mechanical/storage rooms. Behind the 
main sanctuary, a fan-shaped chapel with 
seating for about 150 also radiates from the 
tower. 

Dr. Harold Jefferies, giving the dedication 
address, recalled the development of the con- 
gregation. He told how five families met and 
prayed for two things in Brother Lonner’s 
home. “First, they prayed, ‘God, send reviv- 
al,” he said. “Second, they prayed, ‘God, send 
a Foursquare Church to Portland.’” 


Then in 1928, Aimee Semple McPherson, the 
denomination’s founder, came to Portland to 
hold meetings in the local Civic Auditorium. 
From the meetings, the church emerged. In 
April, 1929, Dr. Jefferies was appointed pastor. 
He conducted services in three makeshift facili- 


ties before the small congregation collected |

enough money to buy its first property, a 100 Ii 


by 100 foot lot. 


“In 1930 during the depression, when there 


was neither work nor money, the body sacri- & 


ficed deeply and raised $500 to buy the lot,” he 
said. He mentioned a prophecy the Lord gave 
the congregation saying, “You dig a ditch and I 
will fill it.” 

Volunteer workers dug trenches for the 
foundation “and God filled that hole with 
cement and lumber,” Jefferies said. “The build- 
ing was very humble compared to this, but the 
people loved it because of the sacrifices that 
went into it.” A balcony and basement were 
added in 1934, a three-story education unit in 
1950, and a youth center including a full-size 
gym in 1958. 

In 1960 Dr. Jefferies resigned and Dr. Van 
Cleave assumed pastoral duties. When Dr. Van 
Cleave turned over responsibilities six years 
later to Dr. Jones, the congregation owned the 
entire block on which the original sanctuary 
had been built. 

In the spring of 1969, the Reverend and Mrs. 
Hamilton came to the Portland church follow- 
ing missionary service in the Philippines. 

Following a responsive reading of the act of 
dedication, Pastor Hamilton said, “We are 
committed to the city and to this area of the 
United States of America. To God we dedicate 
this altar and ourselves as living sacrifices.” 
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Dr. Rolf K. McPherson, 
President, attended the 
dedication ceremony and 
presented a certificate of 
dedication to the congregation.

The following excerpt is 
taken from a letter written to 
the people of Angelus Temple 
thanking them for their tre- 
mendous’ accomplishments 
through their Missionary Con- 
ferences. This letter could be 
to any church that has gone to 
the effort of putting on a Mis- 
sionary Conference to pro- 
mote the ministry of mission- 
ary giving. Please consider 
the message as a letter to you 
from the heart of all our Four- 
Square missionaries: 


“! felt in my heart | would be 
doing you an injustice if | did 
not write and let you know 
what it means to us here in 
West Africa when we read of 
such an outstanding achieve- 
ment in missionary giving. 

“The first thing it does is to 
remove any thoughts that we 
are in this work alone. It gets 
lonely at times on the mission 
field, especially when we are 
the only Foursquare mission- 
aries in a vast region like West 
Africa. But when we see your 
contribution, it drives home 
the thought, ‘You are not 
alone.’ There are others who 
stand with us in spirit and in 
tangible support. There are 
hundreds who give just as 
sacrificially as the missionary 
who goes to the field. 

“Secondly, it raises hope 
that we can get the job done. 
There are 130,000,000 people 
in our parish. We are a family 
of five. Like Andrew we say, 
‘What are they among so 
many?’ Your contributions en- 
able us to fulfill a planned 
program of expansion and 
evangelism which causes a 
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multiplication of churches. 
The year, 1977, promises to 
be a banner year in West 
Africa. You have a part in it. 

“Thirdly, your gracious giv- 
ing inspires us to work a little 
harder; to work a little more 
conscientiously. Feeling in- 
adequate, we are gripped with 
a sensation that we cannot let 
you down; we dare not let you 
down. How disappointing it 
would be to you at home to 
know that those you sent did 
less than their best. 

“It is now the wee, small 
hours of the morning and my 
family is fast asleep. On 
behalf of them may.| Say, 
‘Thank you.’ May | Say it for all 
Foursquare missionaries, for | 
am sure they’d want me to say 
it. ‘Thank you for making it 
possible that we might con- 
centrate 100% on the ministry 
of missions. Thank you for re- 
moving the need to write and 
raise Our support. Thank you 
for doing infinitely beyond all 
our highest prayers. or 
thoughts.’ May God bless you 
for your outstanding faithful- 
ness in stewardship.”

DATELINE: Asia 


Philippines — The Calvary 
Foursquare Church of Manila 
recently celebrated its 27th 
anniversary. This was one of 
the first Foursquare churches 
established in the Philip- 
pines. Rev. and Mrs. E. E. 
Denison began conducting 
church services here in 1949 
and soon had six converts. As 


/ dents was opened. 
m during these early years that 


the work grew, this mission- 
ary couple felt the need to 
train Filipino nationals to 
carry on the work. Thus a 
Bible College with 15 stu- 
It was 


Olga Robertson (now minis- 
tering in Bilibid Prison) was 
saved and attended the Bible 
College. Rev. and Mrs. A. B. 
Chaves, former missionaries 
to the Philippines, were also 
challenged to prepare for full- 
time service through the ef- 
forts of this couple. Later the 
Bible College was moved to 
new quarters, but the church 
property continues to house 
Manila Christian Day School, 
which teaches over 200 chil- 
dren in grades 1 - 6. 

The Church membership of 
six has grown until, today, 
their registered membership 
is 500. This church has given 
birth to three other thriving 
churches and most of the 
present national church lead- 
ers grew up in its fold. The 
pastor, Rev. Gilbert Mag- 
hirang, states that the mem- 
bers are not resting on past 
accomplishments but have 
plans for evangelism and 
further outreach. 


Supervisor Phil Starr writes 
that a Foursquare Bible Col- 
lege student from Quezon 
City became sick and returned 
home to San Jose, Occidental 
Mindoro. Shortly after, he 
died of a brain tumor. The 
church united in prayer and 
“Praise God” the following 
day he was restored to life. 
The young man returned to 
college as a living miracle to 
the resurrection power of 
God. What a_ tremendous 
testimony to a living God. 


“The past six months have 
been a great blessing to us,” 
writes Missionary Harold 
Jones. “We are grateful for 
the opportunity to serve here 
in the Bible College. We 
appreciate the financial help 
the people in the United 
States and Canada have given 
to make the campus and 


dorms a much lovelier and 
functional place for the stu- 
dents. 

“The following are just a 
few accomplishments in the 
list of physical progress we 
have seen happen since we 
arrived: Installed deep well 
pump; piped and connected 
water storage tank; built new 
dining hall, student lounge 
and canteen; remodeled and 
enlarged the dorms, kitchen 
and apartment for Dean of 
Students; repaired electrical 
wiring in college building. 

“We realize that our great- 
est aim is spiritual growth. 


We have also seen this. The 


Lord has led through some 


difficult times, but we have 


seen Him move among our 
students in marvelous ways. 
Many have made great strides 
of maturity in the Lord. Last 


week, after | spoke at the de- 


votions in the men’s dorm, 
the students presented me 
with a gift of several articles 
of clothing. They had given up 
spending money to buy these 
gifts so that they might show 
their love and appreciation. 
This was so meaningful to 
me. The Lord has been mov- 
ing, teaching all of us to love 
one another in a deeper way.” 


Korea—A successful first was 
accomplished last fall when 
the Foursquare Japanese 
National Board, while in Dae- 
jon, Korea, held a_ special 
three-day seminar with the 
Korean Foursquare Pastors 
and Bible School students. 
Revs. Higa, Takami and David 
Masui were the speakers for 
this cross-culture session. 
Missionary Ron Meyers, rep- 
resenting the Bible School, 
commented that this seminar 
offered healing for the individ- 
ual and the student-body as 
well as creating international 
bonds of love. 


The seminar theme, “The 


- Pastor’s Life of Service” was 


_ portrayed 


in five phases: 


_ Preaching, counseling, per- 
- sonal spiritual living, leading

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the church and leading the 


community. Rev. David Masui 
stressed the necessity of fol- 
lowing God’s principles in 
each one of these areas to 
solve the problems that con- 
front pastors. 

Although the western mis- 
sionary has an effective min- 
istry in the oriental world, this 
Foursquare exchange be- 
tween Orientals eliminated 
many cultural problems. The 
Korean, Japanese, and En- 
glish languages were spoken, 
but the work of the Holy Spirit 
communicated to unite the in- 
dividual hearts. 


DATELINE: South America 


Argentina—On the third of 
January, Missionary and Mrs. 
Edwin Gurney traveled some 
1,800 miles to visit the In- 
dians in the Provincia of 
Chaco. The ladies of the 
church collected used cloth- 
ing, toys and books for the 
missionaries to take with 
them. The Rev. and Mrs. 
Gurney were able to person- 
ally give these articles to nine 
different pastors and their 
families. 

“It was an exciting, reward- 
ing experience for us to see 
the look of joy on the faces of 
those dear people and hear 
them as they thanked the Lord 
for those who had remem- 
bered them,” wrote Mission- 
ary Gurney. “Some pastors 
cried with joy to _ receive 
clothes they needed. 

“One pastor had prayed for 
shoes as he had to go to 
church barefooted. Now his 
prayer was answered. A mem- 
ber of the church council felt 
led of the Lord to send his 
new shoes to the Indians and 
they fit this pastor.” The mis- 
sionaries were able to have a 
time of prayer with each 
family before they left the 
area. 


DATELINE: South Pacific 


Indonesia—Filipino Four- 
square missionaries have now 
entered this country of 


95,189,000 souls to begin a 
ministry. Missionary Ted 
Sambire arrived in Indonesia © 
in January and is surveying 
the needs in an attempt to 
find the area that would best 
respond to the Gospel. He 
writes: “We do not want to go 
into a part of the country 
where there is already a Pen- 
tecostal work. Several areas 
have been suggested that are 
fertile ground for evangelism 
and church planting. Please 
pray that God will give us real 
direction in this important 
step.” This new field is under 
the Philippine Foursquare 
Church and is, at this time, 
being subsidized by Four- 
square Missions. Please pray 
for Rev. and Mrs. Sambire, 
our new missionaries to the 
nation of Indonesia. a

Four 
Steps to 
Effective 

Service

‘God was in 
Christ, 
reconciling 
the world 

unto Himself.’’ 


OPEN YOUR BIBLE: 


Have you ever felt you would like to be more 
active and fruitful in your service for the Lord? 
Today's emphasis on the Church as the Body of 
Christ has added to the concern of many about 
their part in the active ministry. 

Perhaps some even feel that Paul is including 
them in his admonition to Timothy, “Make full 
proof of thy ministry” (II Tim. 4:5). A literal 
translation makes it even plainer—“Completely 
fulfill your ministry,” or “Do all the duties of 
your calling.” If such a command is applicable 
to all Christians, and I believe it is, then we 
should know something of the full requirements 
that comprise effective service. How else can 
we expect to accomplish our task and hear Him 
say, “Well done?” 

One of the simplest descriptions of these ele- 
ments of ministry is given by the Apostle Paul. 
His fourfold measure of service is found in 
Romans 1:1—’Paul a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, separated unto the 
gospel of God...” Let me suggest to you that 
Paul's ministry as well as ours is fulfilled in four 
ways. 


Your Choice 


First, in serving God Paul made a CHOICE. 
Paul here calls himself a bondslave or more 
literally a “love slave”. To be such is the result 
of the choice of a slave who has the opportunity 
for freedom, yet in love for his master willingly 
chooses to continue as a slave. 

It is important that we know that Christian 
service is a matter of choice. God does not 
compel us to serve. He saved us to set us free 
and not to enslave us. So many of us have been 


conditioned to slavery in the bondage of sin: 


that we lose sight of the glorious freedom that is 
ours in Christ. We wait for Him to pressure us 
into serving. This He will not do for it is not His 
compulsion but our choice that determines our 
service. Jesus asked His disciples to look at the 
harvest and to pray for laborers, but He did not 
force the job upon them. In Isaiah, chapter 6, 
God calls “Whom shall I send, and who will 
go?” It is Isaiah volunteering that completes the 


story. 
b ° ° 

God's Commission 

Secondly, Christian service is a COMMIS- 
SION. Paul says he is “Called to be an apostle.” 
This step follows our choice and is as equally 
necessary. If we are to do God's work it must be 
under His appointment. Paul reminds the 
Galatians (1:1) that his appointment as an 
apostle is neither of man nor by man. It was a 
God-given commission that caused Paul to say, 
“Woe is unto me, if I preach not the gospel!” 

Paul’s specific call was to be an apostle, but 
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when Paul lists the different ministries (I Cor. | 
12:28-29; Eph. 4:11) he includes apostle in 
each list. This would indicate that all of these 
are equally a result of the call of God. Space 
does not permit the further exploration of this 
call in relation to the Baptism of the Holy Spirit 
and a specific equipment of manifestations for 
that service. 


Your Consecration 


Thirdly, as each Christian must, Paul had a 
CONSECRATION. This is the meaning of the 
word “separated”. As a Pharisee, Paul knew 
what it was to separate himself in a false sense 
of superiority. Now it is not a separation from 
but unto and Paul can say with conviction, “I 
am determined not to know any thing among 
you, save Jesus Christ, and him crucified” (I 
Cor. 2:2). Perhaps a good illustration of this 
kind of separation is an electric wire. It is not 
isolated to keep it from being contaminated 
from the outside, but it is insulated to keep 
from dissipating its inner power. Surely this is 
the kind of consecration we need in our day. 
What the world has cannot compare with the 
resources in Christ. Moses recognized this com- 
parison as did the others who are a part in the 
roll call of the faithful in Hebrews, chapter 11. 


God’s Cause 


Finally, in serving God Paul has a CAUSE. 
The culmination of his choice, his commission 
and his consecration is here. It is the Gospel— 
God's good news. It is not out of man’s dis- 
covery, experience or learning, but it is the fact 
that “God was in Christ, reconciling the worl 
unto himself.” ' 

This is the one message God has left for the 
Church to proclaim, and it is for us to spread 
abroad the good news that all men can be free 
from the bondage of sin and restored to the 
family of God and the fellowship of the 
kingdom of Jesus Christ. 

Whatever may be the particular calling or 
task that God has given us, it finds its full effec- 
tiveness in the proclamation and application of 
the Gospel to the hearts and lives of men. 

Charles Spurgeon made it a practice in his 
long and fruitful life of ministry never to preach 
without showing the way that a man could be 
saved. It was the result of his personal search 
for salvation that caused him to recognize the 
importance of such a rule. Yet, how he came to 
that decision only emphasizes that it was the 
foundation of a prolific and strong work for 
God. 

It is true that service is at the heart of the 
Christian life, yet we can only enter into an 
effective service for God if it has these four ele- 
ments. Then perhaps we can say with Paul, “I 
have finished my course,” and hear Jesus say, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful servant.”

_ people from effects of this judgment if it be, 
_ indeed, his judgment, and to provision them 
_ as He did Elijah at the brook Cherith and the 
' widow’s home at Zarepath. But some would 
_ ask, ‘‘Even if God is judging America, would 
_ He not respond to concerted prayers for 
_ relief for the whole country?’’ A precedent 
may admit this possibility—the supply of 
~ quail to murmuring Israelites and the mixed 
- multitude of fellow travellers in Sinai. But

Psalm 106:15 
comments, ‘‘He gave them their request; but 
sent leanness into their soul.’’ 

America can discover whether the weather 
represents judgment by repenting. Then if 
climate normalizes we may assume that 
judgment is stayed. But what if America 
won’t repent as a nation? A back-up contin- 
gency remains. Almost every Christian 
knows I! Chronicles 7:14, but how many can 
quote the preceding verse? How many know 
the context? Verse 13 offers, ‘‘If | shut up 
heaven that there be no rain, or if | command 
the locusts to devour the land, or if | send 
pestilence among my people’’—then what? 
Verse 14: ‘‘If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways: then will | hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land.’’ 


America should repent. To pray for 
blanket relief from judgments—if disasters 
are that in fact—might stall God’s purposes. 
To pray for help for God’s people is proper. 
To pray for Americans to respond to God’s 
judgments is proper. But even if they don’t, 
if just God’s people will repent as well as 
pray, they may expect God to spare the land 
for their sakes, as He would have Sodom had

repent before you pray? Back to James
